STATE OF MAINE

The tempo of the 108th has in- 
creased dramatically as legislators 
strive to wind up the session be- 
fore the.100 day statutory limit 
expires, Only a handful of bills re- 
main in committees and many of 
‘those recently considered have ei- 
ther been withdrawn by their 
sponsor or reported out—majority- 
‘ought-not-to-pass,.I am hopeful 
that we will adjourn by the Fourth 
of July, ending this session at 
approximately the same time the 
107th finished two years ago. 

A lot of key legislation is em- 
erging from committee after 
months of consideration, One ma- 
jor bill is the item veto power 
long sought by Maine Governors. 
The item veto would allow a Gov- 
ernor to veto portions of a major 
spending bill without rejecting the 
entire package. 

During Former Gov, Curtis’s two 
terms, Democrats attempted to win 
this: privilege for him, but the Re- 
publican controlled legislature de- 
nied it to him. This session there 
has been bipartisan: support for 
the item veto because many leg- 
islators feel it is a good gavern- 
ment measure. The Republican 
Senate approved the bill 21-8, 

“while. the House approved 66-56, 
then reconsidered and tabled the 
bill to take a second look. I voted 
for this legislation because I felt 
that it would be a good tool for 
future governors to be. certain 
the taxpayers’ money was well 
spent. - . 

This week on the floor of the 
House there was heated debate on 
a bill that would amend the pr2- 
sent plumbing laws. The pollution 
this bill is fighting results from 
houses converted from summer to 
year-round use, without upgrading 
the sewage disposal systems, This 
legislation would require a home- 
owner to get a permit from LURC, 
or municipal officials, if they plan 
to use the dwelling more than 6 

months in a year in areas cover- 
ed by the shoreland zoning act. 

The legislation came before my 
committee on Natural Resources 
and we held two public hearings
